Secfluse of this, there Is more responslbfUty than ever 
put on the mother. The mother becomes the most influcn- 
' tint pecson in a Child's life. "If tihc should fall as a parent, 
it can mean tragedy for the child. A homcmakcr'a respon* 
slbiUtlos arc Indeed great. 

What are the objectives of today's homemaker? To keep 
up with the Joneses, to wear a size.

Because of their unusual size

For French - Fried 0 n I o n 
Rir)gs, the simplest of methods _ 
is lo dip the onion rings in milk, 
fresh or evaporated, then into 
flour-seasoncd-Iightly-with-salt — 
and pepper.

Research con- 
ducted thus far doea point to chemi- 
cal irritants, smog, air pollutanta, 
industrial dustfl, and cigarette smok- 
ing as suspect sources of the prob- 
lem. More than 90 percent of em- 
physema patients, for example, have 
been heavy smokers,

it is moat beneficial in enabling them 
to live with their condition. Mental

If emphysema is 
recognized early enough , by one's 
pliyslcian, and his advice and pre- 
cautions are adhered to, a patient

A SOLITARY figure slowly 
' walked along "a lonely : 
Flo ridarbeachrearly -lasfr-Jan— 
uary, a man completely lost 

~in~cbntemplation; 

The' man wbb Richard M. Nixon, 
and tho decision he was making was 
a momentous one, both for him and 
for his family — ^whether or not to 
reenter politics as a Presidential 
candidate. 



In December last year, Nixon had 
announced to his f^imily that, "Aq. it 
stands now, I'm not soing to run." A 
few days later he left New York City 
for a Key Biscayne hotel in Florida 
to do further soul-sesrchi'ng- to weigh 
the pros and cons — and, perhaps, to ' 
reconsider.
